LoN'uoK, Dec. 21.. — Since his arrival at 
Caiio with the Nuua who were his com- 
panions in flight from the Mahdi, Father 
Ohrwalder has told in fuller detail tho atory 
of their escape. It nppeara that on Novem- 
ber 20 a aeiinus outbreak occurred at Om- 
durmun, in Which the Daggari aoldiers of 
the Mahdi fought iwith^.the townspeople, 
seventeen of the forriier 'and seven of tho 
latter being killed; ''.Father Ohrwalder has 
long been looking forward for an opportu- 
nity to escape, and had kept up the hopes 
of tho captive nuns on tho subject. The 
fight in the town was so furious that the 
Mahdists all lushed either to take part in or 
escape, and the usual vigilance over the 
prisoners was relaxed. Father Ohrwalder 
managed to get word to the tistera and they 
made their way out of Omdurinun while the 
excitement still reigned. They travelled 
o'lO miles on tlie backs of camels to Kerosko, 
making only one halt in two days, at the 
iNlurad wells. Being in native attire, 
hroii/.cd by the sun and well a-'quainted 
with the native language, the Father and 
.Sisters avoided suspicion aa to their race. 
Three days of tho journey wore without 
food or sleep, tortured by fear of being 
taken back into captivity. Tho sisters have 
not yet tolil the whole atory of their treat- 
ment by the Mahdists, but their appearance 
indicates years of suffering. Tho fugitives 
agree in stating that tho people are greatly 
discontented with tho rule of the dervishes, 
and would welcome the arrival of Egyptian 
troops.

The Hemberi of tlie Crew Want Pay For 
TUelr Servlcts. 

Tliomns Tapin, un ubla ecuninn on board 
tho British liarque tSarah, yesterday, sued 
Captain Giecnliulgli of that vessel, » liii;h 
was wreekeil oil' Una coast on I ho 8ih Nov. 
lust, for £17, wages due. 'J'lio cusu v/na 
hoard beforu Mussars. Ward and Pulby, 
J.'s P., in the Provincial Couit, 
This ' is simply a test case, and, 
should thei plaintilT get a verdict, tho other 
members of tho crew will enter suit. Mr. 
Lan;>ley appeared fur plaintilF, and Eberts 
and Taylor for dofeiidant. 

Flalnt'.fF swore thut he signed art icirs for 
B.C., and to disoliurge iu the United KiiiK- 
dom, his pay being £4 per month. On the 
night of the 8th Nov. tho vessel btruck, aijd 
ordera were given to get the . bouts, in 
readiness. 1 he sea was tunning heavy at 
tho time, and a bdat in the davits was 
washed away, while one alongside drifted. 
He was in tlie bout that got uwuy, and 
could not return to the ship o>ving tu tliu 
weather, 'lha optain c:illed up ai iheiit to 
return, but the secuud mate replied that it 
waa itot.Bafe,to do so. They lauded i\i Car- 
mauah-LighthouBe at daylight, on tho fol- 
lowing morDingi J, z^'^-- .i- „ 
' Cross exuiTiined 'yiy .^Mr.'Taylnr, witness 
aaid.that ub thu'liine hn left the ehip tl.oie 
was danger of her going to pieces, wan 
impossiliic tu get at the lee side, anil to daik 
was it that ho could not judge the diutuuce 
between the barque and the l>oat. 

AngU9 Leituh, sliip uarpeuter, gave simi- 
lar evidence: Ho was one of nine or ten 
who was first to lo.ivo tim ship. At the 
time the boat waa put oil' hu considered it 
unsafe to remain on board tho ship. He 
hud heard nu oidei'd 10 leave the ship. The 
•ccoud iniile, who had charge of the bout, 
gave no orders to return. 

Alfred Stevens corroborated this testi- 
mony. 

Frederick Jenson, tho man 0:1 the look- 
out on the occasiiin, di-posed to having given 
warning of aungt-r ahead. The vessel 
(truuk soon afterwurda. Ho got into the 
first biiat launched and the painter broke, 
setting them adrift. Tho sea was so high 
that they could not leiurn wiili 
safety. Ho returned to the ship with 
two others of the men ou the 10th Nov. ile 
heard the mate say, "uny one cm yo in this 
boat," but htaid no oider to let her go. 
The painter waa not cut, but parted. 

Gusiave Andersiin, cook of the Sarah, 
deposed to taking to the fiist boat launched 
in reppdnse to the invitation " Who wili 
come? " The second mate gave tlieiii 
orders to pull awuy. 

William Piehling, an able seaman, de- 
posed that on tlie night of the wrtck he wuu 
washed overboard and curried aAiiy by the 
tea. 

Mr. Taylor, for the defence, submitted 
that tho plp-intitf and those of the crew who 
left iu the first boat were guilty of a willul 
breach of duty, having disobeyed ordeis 
and failed to exercise ordinary eiTorts fi.r 
the suftty of the ship. 

John Uiues, irate of the Saroh, deposed 
that, as boon us the vessel grounihd, the 
captain gave orders to prep:tru the boats, 
but no orders were given to out loose. .The 
long'bott^i was first luuuulied.'>'-^'.~';i< "1 

"Could that long bout have. lain there ! " 
asked Mr. Tajlor. 

"She couhl have hung on. The rrsult of 
those men going away was that ihrru were 
but four or hvo nf ua li-ft, and we could not 
tiundle the ship. We then constructed 11 
raft, and when we got out a. bit it capsized, 
and the captain's wife got into thd water. 
The carpei.ter sounded towards midnight 
and found that there were 18 incnes ul 
water in the hold, hut this is notliing un- 
usual. Had thi/Sd men come bauk wlieii 
hailed wc could have got their bo.it uuder 
the stern." 

Mr. Ward — How many men left in the 
boat ? 

Witness — Ten in all. 

Continuing, witnet-s said that tho desert- 
ers were only under the law when tliti bo it 
left. He was in the Mystery when tho lu^; 
was drawn up to the bor.t. 

Mr. Ward— Wiiat was the number all 
told on boatd ? ;., . ' 

Witness— Eighteen ; but that "did not 
iacludc tho ciptain's wife. 

Witness further explained that one man 
bad been washed ashore and aniiiher 
drowned. The long boat would cany I rum 
three to four tons, while the gig would not 
carry more than une tor. The sea Wus Very 
heavy at the time. On Novomhur lltn, 
when witness left the ship',. she - Wits found. 
^Yhen he gut orders'- from the csTptuin tu 
launch the long boat, ' the 'intention . was to

A DIATRIBE AGAH7ST 'DAKCn^G. 

Mr. Hunter, of Hun tor and Crossley, on 
Sunday evening, preached against dancing. 

The sermon is reported, but wo are told 
that tlie sermon aa printed ia rcliued, mild 
and moderate compared with tho sermon as 
preached. We have read the report, and the 
impression it left on our mind is that the 
preacher does not possess a liberal mind, 
and that he has not cultivated tho highest 
aa well as the most lovely of Christian vir 
■fcues — charity. 

Tliere have always been religionists, of 
many creeds, who have looked upon every 
manifestation of joyousneca and enjoyment 
of life as sinful. Asceticism htia not boon 
-confined to Christianity. It has had its de- 
votees in every land nnd in every oge, and 
among peoples professing religions dillering 
widely in almost every tiling else. The sins 
wbich these naeetlcs liave manufactured are 
almost numberless. But they have been 
blind to the fact that they themselves have 
cherished vices dnd principles which have 
idono infinitely more harm in the >vorld than 

• 'the practices wliich they have denounced as 
wicked and soul-destrnying. Among tlieso 
-vices were intolerance, spiritual pride and 
narrowness and liarshuess in their judgment 
of others. Their views of life, too, were so 
unnatural and repulsive that they brouglit 
.tho religion they professed into disrepute 

.• and caused men to be blind to its beauties 
and to reject its consolations. It is needless 
to say that wlienover and wlierevor religion- 
ists of this class attained power they were 

.- atern, intolerant, und inquisitorial rulers. 
When tliey liad the upper hand in Great 
Britain they placed tlio innocent but indi- 
gestible plum pudding under the ban of tho 
law, not because it was indigestible, but 
because it was eaten witli gladness and 
accompiuied with merriment and exhilara- 
ting sports. Dancing with these good people 

■ was an abomination, and was inveighed 

'..against in public and in private. But 
■nature was in our motlier country and on 
this continent too strong for the sour re- 
ligiouiata, and both Cliriatnius festivals and 
parlor dancing have continued to exist. 

The gaiety, the joyousiicsi and the liigb- 
spirits natural to youth and health have 
always found vent in dancing of one Icind or 
another, and tho pastime must bo peculiarly 
adapted to human nature or it vvonUl not 
ihave lived so long. Some wlio pniotise it are 
■wicked. That we grant. But wicked people 
cab and drink and walk and talk, they even 
go to church. Are Christians togive up every- 
thing that b.id people do, and lilje to do '! 
It they did, they would have to discontinue 
much else besides dancing; Wicked men 
•have been known, before now, to occupy 
tlic pulpit, and to denounce not only the 
ains condemned in tho Bible, but many 
otliers of man's making; but tlioso who con- 
-demn all prcacliera, because some, who have 
preached the goapel, have been proved to bo 
weak and wicked men, are shallow thinkers 
■and foolish talkers. 

Mr. Hunter wo.dd have his hearers be- 
lieve that a person who (lances e.innot be a 
Christian. He is reporled to have said "A 

'<Jhristian no more wants to dance tlum a 
:'l]oot-black, adopted by tho Queen and given 
:all tho privileges of a prince, would want 
to return to blacking boots," Every man 
who knowa anything of tlie world knows 
that this Buying is both alnpid and untrue, 
Wlio lias not known good women — as good 
•women and as pure as over broke tlie 
•world's bread — who danced and enjoyed 
'glancing. The mpthors and sisters, and 
wives of very many of us, women who con- 
scientiously performed every duty und who, 
when tho tiino came, heroically horc every 
trial, danced in their days; and are wc to l)e 
told that beciiu^e they participated in this, 
to them liarm'ois umuaement, tliey were 
not Chi'lstliiuB ? It would bo well for this 
advertising evangelist if ho were one hun- 
dredth part aa pure in heart, as scrupulous 
in conduct, and in every way as faithful to 

iluty, assQuisof these women who have danced 



and do danoo in parlors nnd at Imlls, Tho 
preacher, in hia zeal against dancing, easts 
reproach upon tho biirheat lady in tho Em- 
pire. Queen Victoria, in her youthful days, 
danced, and in her mature years coun- 
tenanced and encouraged donoing in others. 
It is Well known tliat in everything that re- 
lates to propriety in the oonduot of those 
who are permitted to approach her, Queen 
Victoria is a moralist ol tho strictest school. 
She would not dream of lending her coun- 
tenance to anything immurul or that is cal- 
culated to lead to immorality. Yet, because 
in tlio society of which alio is tho head, 
duucing is, with her approbation, practised, 
Mr. Hunter would have his hearers believe 
that Queen Victoria sots an example per- 
nioious'in its tendency to her people. 

This brings us to a pussngo in this sermon 
which appears to us to be most reprehen- 
sible. The preacher denounces society and 
the " upper-ton." " The so-calicd upper- 
ten," he says, " are tho very froth of society, 
socially, morally and financially." This sen- 
tence is inspired by precisely the Sime spirit 
as condemns all religious people because 
there are unfortunately among them hypo- 
crites, knaves and fools. The upper-ton, as 
it is called, is composed of men who 
differ very little indeed from tho 
lower ton thousand. It is, like the rest of 
the world, nuulo up of people wlio are 
good, bad and indifferent. Some are born 
in that circle, and some rise to ib by the ex- 
ercise of talent and exterprise. It is not 
true to say that it is tlio froth which gets at 
tliG top in society. There are, among the 
upper-ten, able men and accomplished wo 
men, and wo venture to say that, as far as 
morals are concerned, they will compare, 
man for man and woman for woman, favor 
ably with tlie individuals of any other class 
in the oomiiiunity. It is a vci'y disgustin; 
kind of cant to speak of the upper- ten as if 
they were sinners ubo\a all others in tho 
community, liut a love of dancing is not 
peculiar to the upper-ten. Biuciog is one of 
the touches of nature which makes the whole 
world kin, and a society belle, at an assem- 
bly of tho four hundred, does not enjoy a 
dance more heartily than the Irish peasant 
girl at a country gathering. 

We do not feel disposed to follow this 
preacher uny further, but as we read tho 
concluding paragraphs of hissermon we were 
forcibly reminded of a saying of tho Rev, 
Sidney Smith, which is to the effect that 
some very nice people bad very nusty ideas. 
If the preacher had a cleaner miud aud a 
more charitable spirit, ho could have said 
all that it was right to say against dancing 
without casting reproach upon men and wo- 
men who are us lar his superiors in the 
practice of the virtues of Christianity as 
they ore in refinement of manner and intel- 
lectual culture. 



roLrriCi^ and mohals. 

There are a good nr.any who say that 
clergymen should have nothing to do with 
politics, but if politics uro not to bo wholly 
divorced from morals it is evident that it ia 
the duty of tlio teachers of morula to at- 
tempt to make and to keep politics pure. 
It is clear to every one who thinks that it 
will boa bjd day for Cauadii when morality 
is completely eliminated from its politics. 
That process has been going on of late years 
in this country, and wo see the result. 
Public oflioittls are unfaithful to their duty 
to the state, and many of those who are 
entrusted with political power, instead of 
using it for the good of the country, do 
their best tp^mj^n^tVa source of private 
gain. Elcbtora 'seli^ their votes and' the 
representatives of the people and members 
of governments make corrupt bargains with 
thoso who.have dealings with the state, to 
fill their own pockets at the expense of the 
people. 

In no parfc.'bf ;tho;Doniinion is the laxity 
of political morals moro painfully visible 
than it is in the province of Quebeo. The 
disregard by the servants of the people of 

the plainest principles of political morals 
has in that province brought about a crisis 
which ia likely to clVoct the wliolo Dominion 
to a greater or leas extent. It is therefore, 
high time, that tho tojchers of morals iu 
that province set about showing the people 
how they ought to exercise their political 
rights and powers and tenching them their 
duty as oitizoiis. Archbishop Fabre seema 
to bo of thia opinion, and he has in Ij<i 
Si'.Diaim'. llili'/ii'ii-K, hia iiew.-ipaper organ, 
ia^ued fur tho edification of both tho people 
and their rulers under the head of " Some 
Fundamental Principles of Moral Science," 
the first instalment of his instructions in 
political morality. The following pas-iages 
arc speciliieiis of the nature and the style of 
those iiialructionH. On the duty of able 
men to labor for the public good, the Arch- 
bishop aaya :— 

The trustees of this holy authority, no 
matter lo wh.it degree they may l.'O placed, 
meat guide to this eii<l all the ea-scntial acta 
of then- pul lie life, and they could not em- 
]iloy a .siiiijle one of iheau to promote inther 
their own pcr.ional interests, or llio e of 
another iiiilividuul or group of iiulividuala 
witlioiit viol.iUiig an inilispenaablu law 
which (Jed has iiroimilgatcil by supernatural 
revelation, by llie light of reason, and by 
llie social conaeieiice of nil peoples. We 
admire tlic abs dute di.sinterestednosa of 
Ihnau great men, who, forgetting all per- 
Sional considerations, devoted theinsuivcH 
without lueuaure to the good of their coun- 
try. However, this lu-roism is not a rigor- 
ous precept for tho administrators of public 
allaira; they are permitted to receive, not 
the price of their aorvicea, which are gener- 
ally too exci'llent to bo valued at the price 
of money, but an indemnity proportioned to 
tho time anil conscientious labor which they 
give up to advance tho common weal, ex- 
cept in thoso cases where tho law ' declares 
that fuiiciious are to bo discharged gratuit- 
ously." 

On llio duty of olootora to exercise their 
powers arid privileges purely and diainter- 
estedly, thia is the eminent ecclcsistic's 
dictum : 

"Ono of tho most noblo and important 
attributes of sovereignty, ia tho right, or. 
rather tho duty, of choosing woll tho men 
who aro invested with public authority in 
all its diverse branches uud degrees ; no- 



where else are impartiality, prudence and 
disinterestedness moro absolutely necessary. 
In constitutional govornme.uts this duty is 
in part devolved to an electoral college, whose 
menibera are thoso who combine all the 
qualities and guarantees required by law ; 
thus each of these is associated, for his 
part, with tho eminent right and grave 
responsibility of the Bovoreign, llo is 
guilty of a fraud and an usurpation, who de- 
claring himseif duly qualified, when 
ho is not, introduces himself sur- 
reptitiously in tho ranks of elec- 
tors of filigibles, and if ho con- 
firms hia lie by a perjury, how are wo to 
express tho enormity of tho outrage which 
he inflicts on the sovereign veracity of God, 
by asking him to become an accomplice of 
his imposture ? The olectorial vote, having 
by its destination and nature no other end 
but the public good, cannot become, un 
urticio of trade ; its sale, therefore, is essen- 
tially illicit and invalid, in Bpile~of all the 
subterfuges imngin'ed to -mark it. If the 
elector who allows himself to be carried 
away by promises of sordid gain, by intoxi- 
cating liquors, accomplishes the act of a 
bad citizen and a dishonest man, .what are 
wo to say of tho candidate or the agent 
who has acted the part of a tempter- 
Surely, hia guilt is not leas , it is ordinarily 
graver," 

It would be well if both tho electors of 
Quebec and their representatives acted upon 
tho principles here laid down by Archbishop 
Fabro. It must bo remembered that in 
giving instruction on ^ch subjects His 
Grace speaks as ono having authority, and 
not as the newspaper scribes.

Hlacnndnct Ciinrecd. 

San Francisco, Dec. 21. — An informa- 
tion lias benn filed in the olfice of tlio Uni- 
ted States local inspectors of steam vossela 
by E. L. Rliodes, churcerer of tlio sleiuiior 
Hattie Gago, olmrging lier lato nmnter, D. 
B. Downs, -witii misconduct in Alusknn 
■waters. Tlio com plain b avers that Captain 
Downs deliberately disobeyed curtain writ- 
I ten inatructions delivered to him pri"r to 
the di partiiro of the vessel for Alaska on 
June 5, 1891, iinil by such action caused a 
failure of uiitioipated reauli 8 from the voy- 
age and endanHPred the vessel and cargo. 
Mr. Rhodes funhcr charpjes that Downs 
disobeyed the instructions of the ngent who 
accompanied the vessel in tho interests ol 
Rhodes, and cites a particular instance of 
erring conduct which occurred on July 10 
Bo states that Downs uDuhored tho vessel 
in shallow water, overjv^roohy. bottom, and 
in close proximity lo the sboceUn Coal har- 
bir, Unga I-land, AlasKai^^JOn tho falling 
of the tide tho vesael'stcuok the rocks and 
occupied a perilous pbaition.' The master 
■was repeatedly iufornr.ed of 'the fact, but re- 
fused t'l take measures fco'extrioutu the ves- 
sel. After using language .-.expresaibgV.Hia 
utter disregard for the vessel's' safety, he 
left the deck, whereupon the mute in charge 
succeeded, after some difBoulty, indraggini; 
the vessel off the shoal. 

Au Ilnblnithlni; Forscr. 

New youK, Dec. 21.— A new forgery by 
Stoddard, tho famous criminal, now con- 
fined in tho Hudson County jail, came to 
light to-day. It was in the form of a letter 
to a gentleman in this city, purporting to 
lie signed by Governor elect McKiuley, of 
Ohio, requesting that, in the interest of the 
forger's relatives, tho gentleman should 
visit the prisoner and pay him $1,200, pre- 
sumably to bo used in bribing the jail ofB- 
ciala to permit him to escape. The forgery 
was promptly detected, and another charge 
is added to the long list piUd up against 
the most skilled forger of the age.

'ArKPHllne's Crops. 

Washington Citv, Dec. 21. — Advices 
from the Argentine republic show that the 
value of agricultural and pastoral products 
in that country during the past year will 
exceed anything ever before known. The 
value of the agricultural crop in 1S91 is esti- 
mated at $85,000,000, and the value of the 
pastoral products is $120,000,000, making u 
total for the year's crop of over §200,000,- 
) 000. This is 15 per cent, greater than fur 
any previous year. It is believed that the 
enormous crops will restore prosperity to 
the country. 

Creen Good« Swintllcrx. 

■ New York, Dec. 21. — Geo. \V. Ames, 
aaw-mill owner, recently arrived here all the 
way froni Maple Valley, Wash., to buy 
counterfeit money. Reaching New iTork he 
promptly paid $\iO for a brick in a box, 
which the green goods speculator gave him 
Ames had been in hard iuck and low spirits 
when a "green goods" ciicular fell into bis 
hands. Ha entered into correspbadeoce 
and, following directions, came to >i€w 
York. Just before the train reached Jers-y 
City a young man entered the car and sit 
down, reii.arking " Churchill Xo. 8," the 
count^ersign the swindlers had .s-nt by mail. 
After reachinfC New York ihey went to a 
dingy little room, where Ames was intro- 
dnued to an old man, who gave him a bundle 
of counteifeit notes to exumine. ilo nego- 
tiated for .SI. 400 of the billj, and ha,nd-.-d 
ovt-rSI-lO. He Watched the old man as lie 
])ai;ked the rolls of bills in a EnuU pine box. 
Tho box was fail when Ames was told to 
write his name and address on a slip of 
paper. Then a neatly wrapjjed pircel 
was given hin:, .and he hugg.d it 
under his arm. "Take him to the 
train," eaid the old man. "You had 
better not take him back to the smie 
depot, our goods are so good that the police 
would like too well to get their clutches on 
Kome of them." Ames bought a ticket to 
Little Rock, Ark. The messenger then 
suggested a parting drink, and they Fepa- 
ruted. When Ames examined the package 
be found it contuiucd a brick. Prcseuily a 
man entered tho station with a similar 
package; a shrewd looking young man wag 
guidinc! bim. In an instant it flashed oorniig 
Allies' mind that the countryman was a 
fellow victim, and he whispered "You have 
been bit just as 1 was." The countryman 
did not understandi'the warning, but the 
messenger took-aUrinV'and'Wiui oat sight 
when policemati Walshiran'in' to' see what 
tho noise was all about. Ames' precious 
p ickage of bricks lay on the floor where he 
liad dropped it. The amazed countryman 
did not tully comprehend that ho had been 
swindled, until he opened his box. It was 
filled with green piper. This second victim 
was Charles Nyberg, and kept a groc(iry in 
J uniistown, N. Y. He hid paid S'2S5 for 
bis box full of green paper, and h id expect- 
ed to find §)i,'20O ill counterfeit money. 

The Wlinloliark at TownNcnd. 
Port Towssbnd, Dec. 21,— The whale- 
bwk steamer Charles Wetmore, 0.3 days 
from Philadslphia, arrived here at 11 
o'clock last night. Eirly this' morning the 
steamer came into dock, entered .at the 
^uitom houso, and left for Everett nt 2 
o'iilo<5k this i:fteraoou. Tho novelty of the 
voasel attrao ed largo crowds, and a steady 
stream of furiosity seekers spent the 
. entire forenoon examining her. Hoa- 
f.ir'ing men, in particular, were 
especially interested, and they generally 
coiiuuded Ituit that class of veaaels would 
ri'volntioniz i the coiiunercu of tho world. 
Ciptain .lames B. Hastings said that the 
vessel sailed from Astoria just after tho 
Michigan, which has not yet, arrived, and 
o.xperienced heavy weather otT tho Washing- 
ton coast. All of the cargo, excc piing a 
pmiill ])ortinn tor Seattle and Tuconiu, will 
b ' discliargeil at ICvcrett. This is Ciptain 
Hastings' lirst visit to Puget Sound. He 
was in Victoria in a sailing vessel several 
vf ars ago. Ho is proud of ids ateumor, and 
loudly praises her tea-going qualities. 

I). B. 8nllor BlilclclR. 
San Dieoo, Cal., Deo. 21.— Stftanicr Ke- 
weenaw, of tho Atliintio & Pacific packet 
line, reached this port, lost night, with 
3,000 tons of fruit for San Diego and San 
I'ranoiaco, On the way she was disabled 



and compelled to go int^ Valparaiso, 
November 30, and brought up U.S. Sailor 
Patrick Shields, who was injured during 
the Chilian troubles. Shieldai^s still under 
the care of tho ship's Burgeon. He bad 
been on shore with u companion and was 
arrested by the police. Ho was not treated 
with special brutality, he euys, until he stated 
that lit was an American, when he was knock- 
eil down unii beaten. Honianaued to escape 
from the police, but was recaptured by the 
mounted ollicers, and was this time beaten 
to inscnsildhty, in whicli condilion he was 
finally, witliout trial, sent on h<Mird his 
boat. Consul \V. F. Gary, at Valparaiso, 
iniercedtd for hiin. iind a promisu was given 
by the Chilian ofliciala that indcuinity would 
be forwarded to San Di-^'go for Shie'ds, but 
noliiing iiaa arrived. Oflicers of the Kewee- 
naw say the feeling among the petty ofIii;iala 
and the people of Uliili is bitter, but they 
relate no now outrages.

Boi-K City, Idaho, Dec. 21.— Tho agent 
at the Fort Hall Indian reservation says 
that it is quite likely that tho Indiana in 
Houlheiiatern Idaho will Imvo another glioat 
dance next spring. Word has been leeeived 
that the I'ort Hall runners are now at 
Walker Lake, Nev., whero tho allegi d In- 
dian Metsiah lives, and it is thought they 
will excite the reds when they return. 
Cagwhite, leader of lust wiut.er's ghost 
dance, was recently kille<l while trying to 
stciil beef, but oilier roils are ready to take 
his phice, ill vie.w of the fact tliiit a ghost 
dunce is probable.

The latter can got all the rum 
they want in the town of I'ocatella, and if 
this is not stopped there is sure to he 
trouble next spring.

St. Paul, Doc. 21. — Negotiations are 
pending at lJutto, Mont , for a settlement 
of the celebrated Davis will case. The pro- 
position comes from tha.cbntestants, repre- 
sented by Henry A. Root. It is positively 
certain the casu will not come to trial 
again. Tho absenee of the administrator, 
John A. D.ivis, from the city causes the 
delay. It is said thut in three, weeks all 
I he details will bo perfected. The estate 
involves about §8,000,000. 

DDKIi OF DEVONSHIRE.' 

Family Illatory— The Marquis of Hartlngton 
Succeeds to the Title and Sstates. 

London, Deo. 22. — The seventh Duke of 
Devonshire, who died on Monday, was born 
in 1S08. He had an estate of 1 OS 572 acres, 
with an 'annual rental of £180,570. The 
estate is the best and most properly man- 
aged in liingland. It gives a good idea of 
the solidity of English society to notice 
that the Cavendish family has been iu the 
tirat rank toe .more than 600 years, with 
very liitlaV'change in its position, except 
that iti wealth <' has steadily increased imd 
its connections have steaddy become more 
powerful. Sir John Cayeudith,»'a' diieet 
i.ncestorof the Duke; was Lord Chief Jus- 
lice in 13CC, and was eli ctcd Chanoullor of 
ilie University of Cambridge, while iho lute 
1 hike of Devonshire was Chancellor of the 
University of Cambridge. It was John 
L'uveiidibh, a son of the Chief Justice, that 
actuilly killed Wat Tyler, the leader o( tho 
lebels in Richard II. 's reign, and was 
knighted by tlie King at Smithlield, the 
scene of his exploit. During the stormy 
days of Htury VIII. 'a reign, when, to be 
very prominent was especially risky, the 
Cavendish family not only kept their heads 
in more senses than one, but laid the foun- 
dations of their present grandeur. In tho 
civil war they took an active pirt on the 
aide of the popular libei ties, but refused to 
go to extreiin e, the result being that at the 
restoration the3' were raised to tho ducal 
rank and loaded with fresh weubli uiid 
houors. There have now becu seven Dukes 
of Devonshire in unl.ioken succe-sion, 
every one of them having been a Knight of 
the Gartpr. This record speaks volumes 
for the character of the men and for their 
sturdy quilities. 

Tney iiave always been at the head of 
the moderate Liberab, especially .of the 
progressive and eoligbtenecUseofcion^of the 
landed aentry. Their enorinous estates are 
llie best managed in the kingdom, and 
while they keep up their own palatial 
re^iJeiic,- with splendor and liberality, ihey 
lake cire that their tenants and laborers 
have nothing to comidain of. During the 
worst trould. .s in Ireland they drew an in- 
come of i^juOJX/) a year fioni their Irish 
pr-ip':rtiei, and the bitterest land-leaguers, 
in their attacks on landlords, always m-de 
an exception in favor of the Duke ol D>:von- 
thire. Chatsworih is probably the finest 
ie8i<ienoe of a private person in Europe. 
Yet it is r-nly one of six great hiHloricil 
seats of the Civendibh family, the others 
beint; Hardwieke Hull in Deroythire, Hol- 
kar Hall in Weatniorelaiid, l^lton Abbey in 
Yorkshire, Comploii House in K' nt and 
Lifltnore Castle in County \Vatei ford, be- 
sides Devonshire House and liurlinglon 
Houee in London, the latter now* occupied 
by the London Univuiaity, tho Royal 
!A<»d<:,niy,i;ftDd'<! half-a-dozen other public 
iiisthiitlons afi';'' a tremendous rental. Tho 
total revende of; thB,Duk«dom must amount 
to miliiras bf,.dbllarB:a year; ba^ it is so col- 
lected and so' administered: thiit it arouses 
no envy. Tho Marquis of HarUngton is the 
heir, who, for many ^eara past, has had the 
entire manugcment in his own hands, his 
father being Hi and in very feeble health. 

Of the three sons < f the Duke of Devon, 
shire only one, tho Maiijuis of jiarlington, 
hurvivef-, and he is uiiiiiarried. The H:;coiid 
Hon, I^ord Kredeiick Civcndish, waa a-iH.is- 
ainated by Feniana in Plifonix Park. Dublin, 
which Clinic caused llie .Mai cMiis of Haitiiig- 
ton lo fccede with his folhiwirs from the 
Liberal party, forming the Liberal- Unionist 
group, who now hold the bulancn of power 
io li.iglaiid. The thiid son, Kdward Caven- 
dish, (lied recently, loiving i liree cliildion 
The Duke of Devonshire's death is deeply 
regretted for his own sike, and is apoliti- 
cal event of the first order, liecaii.'-e ii, will 
remove Lord Hartington from the House of 
Commons, ho being the pivot of tlie Union- 
ist a liance. His |)resenco in tho legisbiiive 
body, where tho centre of politic d power 
rests, has been regarduil profoundly c.vpe- 
diunt, while his lenioval, said one of his 
opponents, "would be worth to us many by- 
eloutions." It is a cynical remark, but true, 
and tho political consequences of the Duke 
of Devou'shire's death are, in fact, immeus- 
ureable. 

The new Duke of Devonshire will pro. 
bahly marry the Dowugor Duchess of Man- 
chesier, with whom he lell in lovo whiln he 
was a young miin. When ho fell in lovo bo 
gave his winile heart to tho (dijeot of his 
affe-itiou, and the eireunislaiioi) that hho was 
another inan's wife inadu not I ho sliglitu-t 
did'ereneo. Ho could wait ; and, in any c.se, 
had no desire to marry any oilier wommi. 
On the contniry, ho was willing to forego all 
procpootH of tiMnsiiiitiiiig his great immo 
wiili a 1 the titles and cstalea belonging lo 
it to his jiost-'iity for tho aake of wliai liud 
seemed a perfectly hopeless attichnient.

The Story of Jlary RcidPrs Reciillcd Afti-r 
Flfiy Yiars. 

For more than half a century unirrler'ed 
Mary Roeera has luin in her gr.ive, Now, 
when the lieautiful eiyar girl and her awful 
and mysterious fatc.are all but forgotten, tho 
:tij;host appears as the central fij^uru in a law- 
' ' suit iuvolvlDg hundreds of thuuaands of dol- 
lars. 

Tho cnse at issue is that brnugiit by Mrs. 
Laura A, Appleton, wife of Kd>vard .]. Ap- 
pleton, against ttie New York life insurance 
''company und others lor oue-Gftb iutereat in 
' ^'tUe I'lazi hotel, a!< Fifty-ninth street and 
Fifth Avenue, New York. How ia the 
-spirit of Mary Rogers couneoted with thia 
suit? Hero is the answer ; 

In 1S4I, John Anderson .kept \' a cigar 
store at the curner of ThoihsB do'd Broud- 
way, and Mary Rogers worked for him, 
selling cigars to tho customvis, who came 
out of their way for inilis to he waited 
upon by the " beautiful cigar girl." In 
after years .fohn Audersou became p issessed 
of 10 city lots at Fifiy-nintli street and 
Fiftli avenue, und on these lots the Plaza 
hotol now stands. When .John Anderson 
died, a millionaire ten times over, in Paris, 
justlOyeaia ago, ho left a peculiar will, 
bequeathing the vast bulk of liis properly, 
including the property whirc the Waza 
hotel now slands, to one of liia cliildren, 
John Cliatles Aiuleison, wliilc to his other 
child, Laurii, the present plainiiir, and his 
five grandchildren he kfc ctmipirativoly 
small liequests. In the coiii rfo ot time John 
Charles Anderson sold iln se 10 city lols to 
the firm of Fife & tJiiinpbell, Imilders, who 
erected a holel. The New York l^if o Insiir- 
anco company advanci d iiuicli ot tliu money 
ueccssiiry to put up tho liugo building. Its 
. mortgal^^^^^^af;, afterwards foreclosed, and 
the hotisr passed into tho possession of the 
insurance company. 

Now colli' s ilie d lughter rf .John Ander- 
son, seeking to recover one-fifth of the value 
of tho hotel, so in reality tliu legulily of 
John Andi r^on's will is the point at itsue, 
and therefore John Cliailes Andi raou i.s 
more concerned over the outcome of the suit 
than is the real defendant, as wlicu he Eold 
those ten city lots to Fife & Campbell he 
gave u giiiiriinteo that ho t^ould, uisauino re- 
sponsibility for the results Ofrany'legal con- 
tests over tho ownership of tho land, 

But how did (lid John Andirinn, the 
millioiLiire, come to make his pi ciiliar will V 
That brings the Mtory back to the lifts rh aili 
and spirit <.f .Miiry R'lger.". One day — it. 
was ,)uly L'5, ISl'l — hei- deid body was 
found on I he shcne of the Nurlh river .a 
\V(eha«kun. Ari und her waist was tied a 
rope, anil lo the other end of that riipu was 
tied u stone. Tin' dead g il's fajo was ter- 
ribly batlered. Iter uriats Were tied to- 
gether, and ar iiind her iicol; was tightly 
tied a piice of lace torn fioin her clothing, 
part of ulneh wa.s nii-siiiL'. 

After siiir ring uiispijukiiblo indignities in 
a de^olalu •■■pot ai the tui.t of \Vt ehawkni 
hili, iirar 1 he iluel ground wliero Aaion 
Rurr killed Ah xnnder llaiiilltoii, she luul 
been drugged to tliu river and thrown into 
the water. 

Although tho crime nrnueed nil this [irrt 
of tlio couiiiry and tho utmost etlorts wei o 
made, the ideniity of lior murderers ro- 
niained a inyai. ry, and thny are unknown 
to this day. Dozens of suspects were ar- 
rested, and among them was John Andcr- 
aon, proprietor of the cigar store in which 
she rt orked, but he, with all tho others, 
wasreleasod. The murdered girl is im- 
mortal, though, for Edgar Allen Poo wrote' 
of her in his stnry of '• Marie Rogec." Tiino 
went on and, John Anderson became im- 
mensely rich. It was he who hit upon the 
B^hnnie of wrappint; cigars und tubaeco in 
tinfoil, and this brotight him his inillioiiB. 
After be died his widow, .who was a spirit- 
Uftlist,' bocamn intimate with a medium 
named Mrs. Williams, who belonged to a 



spiritualistic eociRty,.,at.»JFifty-sixth street 
and Broadway. . Mrs.-Andcrsoii gave to hor 
a brown stone front house on Forty-eighth 
street, between Seventh und Eighth oveu- 
t:oa, She also published a book, at a coat 
said to have been about SS,O0O, in whioh 
she told what had happened, or was said to 
have happened, in iMrs.' Williams' dark 
Cabinet 

Before ho died, old Jolin Anderson did 
many strange things. Ho oven put iron 
shutters on tho windows of hU house near 
Tarrytown because of a f'Uu hu had that 
etriingo men were in u conspiruoy to blow 
him up with dyniimite. Many of his busi- 
ness am} liuanoial transactions were con- 
sidered peeuliar. i<'or forty years ho said 
ho was haunted by I ho ghost of murdered 
Mary Rogers, tho cigar gin, which, accord- 
ing to his oft-ropeated story, held frequent 
conversations with him, and advised hiiu in 
all his linuneial utfuirs. This advice, he 
said, ho alwuys followed. These tlling^, 
say the lawyers for tho plaintiif, will all be 
brouglit out in the present trial, which is 
before Jiidgo Robertson, in part III. of the 
Supreme Court.
